) Antagonists of the Catholic 
Whurch hold that Protestant 
euntries enjoy a higher degree 
civilization than Catholic 
ntries, then conclude that the 
tholic religion cannot be the 
e one. They will compare, for 
tance, Mexico with the Uni- 
Med States, one of the South 
Mmerican Republics with Eng- 
tnd. Mexico’s people. should 
Wather be compared with the 
ody of American Indians, be- 
pause 4 per cent of Mexico's 
opulation is either pure Indian, 
or half-breeds. Most people in 
the northern countries of South 
America are of the same race as 
the people of Mexico, but even 
these will compare favorably 
with the vast Negro population 
of our own Southland. 

In addition to these Handi- 
caps the people of Mexico and 
of the greater part of South 
America, including Brazil (the 
bulk of whose population is 


Negro not inferior to our own) 


five in the tropics, and per- 
petual summer does not con- 
duce to ambition nor build up 
energy. Our own mild sum- 
mers of short duration have a 
depressing effect on the people. 

A comparison is fair only if 
countries quite uniform in size, 
in the same degree of latitude, 
with the same natural _ re- 
sources, Similar races, are con- 
sidered. A very fair compari- 
son would be between Belgium 
and Holland; Ireland and Scot- 


land; France and England; the’ 


Catholic German States, and 
Protestant German States; the 
Catholic and Protestant Can- 
tons of Switzerland; Quebec 
and Ontario. 

When such fair comparisons 
“tre made, if there be superior- 
ity at all on the part of one 
over the other country, the 
superiority will be on the side 
of the Catholic country or 
tate. 

Belgium was the most pros- 
perous little country in the 
world before the war, and 
therefore far in advance of 
Holland, her neighbor. Ireland, 
with all the oppression she has 
endured, is still industrially 
and socially ahead of Scotland. 
While England has more men 
of great wealth than France, on 
the whole, the French people 
are vastly more prosperous 
than the English people. No- 
Where does such extreme pov- 
erty and destitution exist as in 
the large cities of England. The 
two Catholic States of Germany 
are not one whit behind the 
Protestant States either from 
the viewpoint of literary or ma- 
terial prosperity. The same 
may be said of the Catholic 
Cantons of Switzerland com- 
pared with the Protestant Can- 
tons. Quebec’s population is by 
far the most prosperous and 


Contented in the whole Domin- 


lon of Canada. 
There are as many universi- 
ties in Italy as in Germany, al- 
though the population of the 
latter exceeds that of the for- 
mer by eighteen million. There 
are more universities in Italy 
than in Great Britain, Holland, 
Sweden, Denmark and Norway 
combined. Even Spain, whgse 
Population is only one-hal at 
of England, has ten universities 
While England has only eleven. 
We have taken for granted, 
for the sake of argument that 
England, the United States, and 
ermany are Protestant na- 
tions. As a matter of fact, 
Protestantism has lost its hold 
on the people in all these coun-
